Because  of  accounting  problems,  Montana  State  Department  of  Health  and  Environ- 
mental Sciences  programs  will  no  longer  sell  Tuberculosis  skin  testing  biologi- 
cals  for  routine  screening.     Purified  protein  derivative   (PPD)  will  be  available 
free  of  charge  for  use  in  contact  investigations .

The  Centers  for  Disease  Control,  Atlanta,  Georgia  is  no  longer  able  to  provide 
the  Morbidity  and  Mortality  Weekly  Report  free  of  charge  to  all  who  request  it.

We  will  try  to  pass  along  items  of 
significance  to  you  via  News  for  Nursing. 


ORAL  PENICILLIN  AVAILABLE 

MSDHES  discontinued  the  prevention  of  rheumatic  heart  disease  program  several 
months  ago.     The  program  had  provided  low  dose  oral  penicillin  to  persons  need- 
ing to  take  it  on  a  long  term  basis.     Some  of  the  penicillin  is  left  and  can't 
be  returned  to  the  supplier.     On  a  first-come  basis,  we  will  give  it  to  local 
health  departments  who  want  to  pass  it  on  to  known  patients  taking  continuing 
preventive  penicillin.
